When he landed from the Celtic yester- 
day El Hadji Effendi was met by Will- 
lam H. Ellis and several other men who 
are familiar with conditions in Abys- 
sinia. Soon after he landed the Pasha 
managed to create the impression that he 
was here to study the American indus- 
trial situation. Later two letters were 
forthcoming, one to the President and the 
other to Menelek’s friend Ellis. 

Through a fellow-traveler the Pasha in- 
formed the reporters that on his way 
here he had stopped for three weeks in 
Constantinople, where he was received by 
the Sultan. 

‘“‘T am the only black Mohammedan,” he 
said, ‘‘ who has ever been received by the 
Sultan. While I was in Constantinople I 
had the great honor of kneeling and pray- 
ing with the great Sultan, who presented 
to me 5,000 pounds sterling to distribute 
among the Mohammedans of my own 
country. From Constantinople I went to 
Berlin, thence to Paris and London, and 
next to Liverpool, where I boarded the 
steamship for the great country on this 
side of the Atlantic."

Oh, He’s Honest, Jerome Says—Grand 
Jury Refused to Indict New York

James W. Osborne, the Tammany nomi« 
nee for District Attorney, opened cam- 
paign headquarters yesterday in the Hotel 
Imperial. He celebrated the opening by 
issuing a long statement in reply to Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome’s reference to him 


as a house-broken pup feeding out of the 
hands of the Tammany leaders. 

“If elected I shall be controlled by no 
political organization,” said Mr. Os- 
borne. ‘“ There is no man in political life 
to-day who is more independent than I 
am, and Jerome knows it, too.. 

‘*Mr. Jerome has stated in effect that 
the other candidates for the office of 
District Attorney, including myself, are 
puppets, and will, if elected, be subserv- 
jent to political influence. I denounce 
this charge as false in whole and in part, 
and I say that Mr. Jerome must have 
known it to be false when he made it. 
I call upon Mr. Jerome to produce the 
proof of this dssertion or to apologize to 
me, as a gentleman should do, when he 
has been guilty of a slander. 

“It I were a puppet dancing to strings 
pulled by a political boss in 1901, why did 
he reappoint me, and why did he publicly 
announce in his canvass that I was an 
honest and a capable man, and that by 
my experience and ability I had earned 
the right to a nomination for the office of 
District Attorney? Why did he intrust me | 
with the complete charge and control of 
the most important cases in his office, 
including those in which political influ- : 
ence was most likely to be exerted? Why 
did he retain me as an Assistant District 
Attorney until I resigned of my own voli- 
tion, and why did he tell me then that he 
was sorry to have me go? Havel changed 
in character or in integrity by accepting 
the nomination, which he admits that he 
would have accepted if it had been of- 
fered to him? 

“I ask him again if I were a pup and’

FOR CANDIDATE HEARST 


and a Labor Demonstration. 


ALLEGED FRAUDS UNEARTHED 


Have Found 1,000 Illegal Voters In 
Leader Murphy’s District. 


Three big meetings, one in Manhattan, 
one in Brooklyn, and another in the 
Bronx, at all of which William Randolph 
Hearst and his running mates on the 
Municipal Ownership ticket will speak, 
have been planned for this week. The 
first will be held to-morrow evening at 
Zeltner’s Hall in the Bronx. This will 
be in the nature of a ratification of the 
city, county, and borough tickets. 

The other two meetings will be labor 
demonstrations. The first will be held on 
Thursday evening at the Clermont Avenue 
Rink in Brooklyn. This is tho biggest 
meeting place in that borough, and has 
been rented by the Hearst forces for 
every evening until the campaign closes. 
They have no intention of using it every 
night, but as it is practically the only 
hall of any size available in Brooklyn, it 
will be a severe handicap to their oppo- 
nents. 

This meeting will be Mr. Hearst’s first 
appearance in the central part of Brook- 
lyn. Plans are being made for overflow 
meetings, and it has been announced that 
Mr. Hearst and the principal candidates 
will speak at these. The climax of the 


week’s campaign will come on Saturday 
with the labor meeting in Durland’s Rid- 
ing Academy in West Sixty-sixth Street. 
The meeting will be held under the aus- 
pices of the Workingmen’s Municipal 
Ownership Association, and will be pre- 
ceded by parades of several organizations. 

Plans for Mr. Hearst’s share in the 
week's speechmaking have not been made 
beyond these three meetings, but it was 
announced yesterday that he had recov- 
ered from the cold he caught on his trip 
to Brooklyn last week, and that in all 
probability he would speak at other 
meetings. 

The Hearst managers will complete to- 
day their copies of the registration lists 
in the Eighteenth Assemb M District, of 
which Charles F. Murphy of ‘Tammany is 
leader. It was announced at the Hearst 
headquarters that out of the 9,300 names 
of registered voters, a prelimina inves- 
tigation had indicated that the sts had 
been padded to the number of at least 
1,000 names. Secretary Thomas F., Smith 
of Tammany Hall, when told of this, said 
the charge was absurd. 

The Hearst managers on the strength 
of reports received from their agents sup- 
plemented yesterday the former offer 
made by Mr. Hearst of $1,000 for the first 
arrest and conviction for illegal registra- 
tion by offering ten rewards of $100 each 
for the ten next arrests and convictions 
for that offense. To facilitate discovery 
the registration lists have been printed, 
and will be distributed from house to 
house in the district of Tammany Leader 
Murphy. 

The names have been divided according 
to house, number, and street, so that it 
can be seen at a glance how many names 
have been registered from any one house. 
The Hearst managers declare that many 
residents of private house will be sur- 
prised to learn that in some cases a doz- 
en or more alleged voters, strangers to 
them, have been registered from their 
homes. 

The Lawyers’ Municipal Ownership 
League has sent out an open letter to the 
bar, signed by fifty lawyers, calling upon 
their confréres to rally to Hearst. The 
College Men’s Municipal League, another 
Hearst organization, is planning a mass 
meeting for next week.

SINKING, CUT TOWLINE | 
TO SAVE ANOTHER SHIP: 


Nine Heroic Men and a Woman) 
Went Down on Lake Schooner. | 


LINKED TO FRAILER CRAFT 


Their Vessel Loaded with 75,000 Tons | 
of Wheat Would Have Carried 
the Melrose Under. 


PORT HURON, Mich., Oct. 22.—Details 
of the loss of the schooner Minnedosa, | 
which went down in Lake Huron during | 
the storm on Friday while in tow of the| 
steel steamer Westmount, have now 
reached here. Eight men and one woman | 
aboard, who went down with her, cut 
their sinking craft loose in order not to} 
carry under a smaller schooner, the Mel- | 
rose, which was being towed behind her. 

The Minnedosa, which carried a cargo 
of 75,000 bushels of wheat, had been so! 
badly battered that she was leaking in| 
many places and all on board knew that ! 
she was settling beneath the raging wa- 
ters. Why should they take others with | 
them? Perhaps if cast loose the Melrose | 
could save herself. Capt. Jack Phillips's | 
voice rose in command over the howling | 
storm. One of the crew held a sharp axe. | 
It fell, and the blow set the Melrose free. | 
A few moments later the Minnedosa, | 
with its nine heroes, lurched to the bot- | 
tom off Harbor Beach. | 

When the trailing towline was pulled | 
aboard the steamer Westmount, which | 
had been towing the Melrose and Minne- | 
dosa, the tow post of .the Minnedosa |} 
came with The towline had not} 
broken. 

Those who went down with the Minne- 
dosa were: Captain John Phillips, Kings- 
ton, Ont., Mrs. Phillips, the Captain's 
wife; Arthur Waller, mate, Nova Scotia; 
George McDermott, Belleville, Ont.; 
James Allen, Nova Scotia; a passenger 
and three sailors, names unknown to the 
captain of either the Westmount or the 
Melrose, and whose homes are believed 
to be at Kingston. i 

“The Minnedosa went to the bottom 
without a signal of distress,”’ said a on 

to-day. ‘‘ We 
did not know how serious was her con- 
dition. 

“Out into the lake where the Minne- 
dosa’s m2n had cut her loose, the Melrose | 
was beaten. For an hour and a half we 
tried in vain to pick her up and take her} 
to shelter, but every time we failed. [| 

ave up for a while, trusting she would 

ast until daylight. But at 4 o’clock I 
was convinced that she had a short time 
on top of the water unless she was taken 
in tow. Again I made the attempt. To-,| 
ward 5 o’clock we were successful. She | 
had drifted twenty miles from shore.”’

Suddenly there came 
a snap and the severed 10-inch hawser 
that held the Melrose to the Minnedosa 
was pulled ‘n. A clean cut marked the 
work of the axe. The crew of the Minne- 
dosa had realized their doom and sought 
in the last moment to save the Melrose.” 


MOSCOW ALMOST CUT OFF.

MOSCOW, Oct. 22.—Traffic on seven of 
the nine main trunk arteries of commerce 
radiating from Moscow was completely 
paralyzed to-day by the railroad strike, 
and the commercial heart of Russia has 
been shut of from all communication 
with the rest of the Empire, except with 
the narrow section to the northwest, in- 
cluding St. Petersburg and the Baltic 
provinces. 

The employes of four more railroads 
struck to-day and only the lines to St. 
Petersburg and to Riga and other Baltic 
ports are open. 

The strikes to-day forced the office 
employes of three more lines to quit 
work.

AMERICAN FISHERS SAFE. 


‘Newfoundland Officials Not to Inter. 
fere with Them. 


HAMILTON, Mass., Oct. 22.—Secretary 
.of State Root to-night sent this telegram 
to Congressman A. P. Gardner. 

“This department is advised by the 
British Ambassador on authority of a 
telegram to him from the Governor of 
Newfoundland, that no Newfoundland 
official is preventing any American ves- 
pels from fishing on the treaty coast; 


that no distinc:ion is being drawn be- 
tween registered and licensed vessels; that 
the local officers in Newfoundland have 
been told that American Captains must 
not engage crews off the Newfoundland 
coast to fish for them, but no objection 
is made to their using the nets them- 
selves. 

' “You may advise your constituents in 
Gloucester in order that they may inform 
their Captains on the treaty coast that 
any prohibition which there may have 
been by Newfoundland officers against 
fishing by registered vessels can now be 
ignored, and American vessels, whether 
registered or licensed, may now proceed 
to take any kind of fish. 

“If any vessel has in its crew any men 
shipped within three miles of the New- 
foundland Coast, such men should be dis- 
. echarged.”’

at noon. The tubes connect the Post Of- | 
fice with the Produce Exchange, the | 
Grand Central Station, and Brooklyn. | 

There is little prospect that the United | 
States Governient will interfere to pre- 
vent the cripjJing of the mail service. | 
Postmaster Wilcox said last night that | 
the tubes were private property, and that | 
he did not see how the Government could | 
do anything, although it has a contract | 
with the company. | 





Mr. Willcox said that | 
if the tube service was stopped arrange- | 
ments would be made for the speedy dis- | 
tribution of mail. There are six miles of | 
the tubing. } 

The tubes in New York City are owned | 
by the Tubular Dispatch Company and in | 
Brooklyn by the New York Mail and! 
Transportation Company. This company | 
leases from the ‘Tubular Dispatch Com- | 
pany, and is in possession of all the tubes. 
The New York Mail and Transportation | 
Company has the contract with the Gov-% 
ernment. 

The Tubular Dispatch Company floated | 
a mortgage for $600,000 a few years ago 
bearing 5 per cent. interest. The com- | 
pany defaulted on the interest nine | 
months ago. The bondholders had to wait | 
six months before they could enforce their | 
rights under the mortgage, and no pay- 
ment having been made at the expiration | 
of that time they employed Dos Passos 
Brothers to begin proceedings. The law- | 
yers took the case before Justice Truax 
of the Supreme Court, and the receivers 
were appointed. Negotiations were begun | 
to adjust the affairs of the company, but 
no settlement has been reached. 

The bondholders assert that both the 
Tubular Dispatch Company and the New | 


York Mail and Transportation Company |e made by Gov. Folk of Missouri and 


are liable for the bonds. The Tubular | 
Dispatch Company was until very 
cently controlled by Howard Gould and a 
syndicate, but according to John R. Dos 
Passos, the controlling intefest has been 
transferred to the American Pneumatic 
Tube Company of Boston.

ROWING COMMITTEES BUSY. 


Oarsmen Inspect Pelham Bay Course 
and Approximate Cost at $150,000. 


Rapid progress is being made in the plans 
for the new regatta course at Pelham Bay. A 
meeting of the sub-committee was held yes- 
terday and a visit paid to the location to 
inspect the proposed course and approximate 
the cost of its construction. The delegation, 
| headed by President Pilkington, consisted of 
Fred Vilmar, New York Athletic Club; J. J. F. 
Mulcahy, and Fred Khafka, Atalanta Boat 
Club, and W. H. Bethel, Harlem Rowing Club. 
Upon their arrival at Pelham Bay, the com- 
mitteemen inspected the location from the 
shore side and afterward went over the course 
in a launch, It was the first time that the 
oarsmen had officially visited the course, and 
they were unstinted in their praise of its 
possibilities, It was found that excavations 
will not be as great as was at first expected. 
While no definite cost can be estimated until 
the plans and charts have received municipal 
sanction, President Pilkington said yesterday 
the entire cost would not exceed $150,000, and 
probably much less. 

It was learned last week that the Govern- 


ment would offer no opposition to the pro- 
jected course. It is necessary to show the 
officials the plans for approval, but as the 
promise of assistance was assured, in view of 
the improvement which would follow the build- 
ing of the course, it is the committee's inten- 
tion to work in harmony with the local gov- 
ernment representatives. The latter turned 
| over to Mr. Pilkington a duplicate set of plans 
showing the soundings, rocks, sands, and 
depth of different parts of the proposed Pel- 
ham Bay course. 

Another general meeting will be held in a 
couple of weeks, when the committee expects 
to be able to present a complete report. No 
attempt will be made to rush the project 
} through with undue haste. This week the 
Park Commissioners will be requested to ask 
the Corporation Counsel for an opinion on the 
project, but as the members of the com- 
mission are known to favor building the course, 
|a favorable opinion is expected. It is thought | 
| that the consent will come through the Park 
| Commissioners, on the grounds of improve- 
ments to Pelham Bay Park, over which the 
Commissioners have full power and jurisdiction, 
An application will then be made to the Board | 
of Estimate and Apportionment for a grant to 
the Park Department for Pelham Bay Park 
improvements, which will include the proposed 
| course. 

Fred Khafka expects to have the plans of 
the course ready before the end of the week. 
In the meantime, Mr. Pilkington will secure 
the co-operation of the different interests which 
will be benefited by the new course. Among 
the organizations which will be asked to join 
the movement are: Board of Trade, Taxpayers’ 
Association of Mount Vernon, City Island, and 
Pelham Bay, and the New York Central Rail- 
road. An effort will be made to complete all 
arrangements in a couple of weeks, but nothing 
official will be done until everything is in 
thorough shape for action.

JAMAICA TRACK RIVALS 
BRIGHTON FOR SPEED 


Time Records for Sprint Distance 
on Two Courses Now Equal. 





KIAMESHA AFTER NEW MARK 


Ravenswood Handicap May Give Her 
the Chance to Lower Six 
Furlongs Time. 


The racing for the one week that the 
Jamaica meeting has been in progress has 
justified amply the predictions made by 
the officials of the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club that, following the redressing of the 
course, Jamaica would take rank with the 
fastest of the mile tracks in the East. In 
the first week of the meeting, track rec- 
ords at three of the five distances run 
were lowered, leaving the five and a half 
furlongs and the mile and a sixteenth the 
only distances over which races have been 
run this Fall for which old.records stand. 

The best showing in the matter of time 
at Jamaica has been at the shorter dis- 
tances, with the start on the back stretch, 
and only a single turn to the stretch run 
for home. Over this course, at six fur- 
longs, the time record at Jamaica has 
been cut to exactly the same figures as 
the six furlongs course at Brighton 
Beach, which long has been counted as 
the fastest mile course in the East, and 
which for six-furlong races has an ad- 
vantage over Jamaica in a straight run 
through the back stretch out ofsa chute. 
On the six furlongs at Jamaica the three- 
year-old Quadrille simply romped in first 
under a pull in 1:12, on Thursday, equal- 
ing the track record of Brighton, made at 
a more favorable season, and which has 
stood for more than a year. At five anda 





she equaled the world’s record for a mile, 
it is not to be supposed that she will get 
in anywhere except among the top 
weights. It is the intention of the Oneck 
stable to send her at least one more race 
this year, and uniess Kiamesha is 
weighted out of the contest, the Ravens- 
wood Handicap probably will be the fix- 
ture selected for the fast mare’s final 
appearance in public this season. 

Two other stakes that promise to at- 
tract fields of unusual class for the sea- 
son are the Cutchogue Handicap, at six 
turlongs, for two-year-olds, to be run on 
Saturday, in which Security, the winner

entries, and the Southold Handicap, one 
mile and a sixteenth, for two-year-olds 
and upward, in which about all the best 
horses left in training are engaged, these 
including Eugenia Burch, Dolly Spanker, 
Bad News, Spring, Bedouin, Coy Maid, 
Ormonde’s Right, Pretension, and Grap- 
ple. The Jamaica meeting will continue 
through this week and three days into 
the next week, closing on Wednesday, 
efter which the racing will move to the 
Aqueduct track for the last race meeting 
of the New York turf year. 

The success ichieved through all] the 
Fall meetings by new-comers among the 
riders, and notably by Apprentices who 
were practically unknown in the late Sum- 
mer, threaten to make a big change in the 
grading of the popular jockeys of next 
season, especially as the new-comers al- 
ready are commanding the best riding at 
Jamaica, leaving the older jockeys com- 
paratively idle. The most conspicuous of 
the successful apprentices at present are 
Wiley and Sewell, while Garner, for a 
beginner, has been much employed. Of 
the other lightweights that only recently 
have commanded riding Miller, McDaniel, 
and Notter stand out from the rer‘, 
though all of them only recently com- 
pleted their apprenticeship. This under 


flying Lady Amelia last May still holds 
good at Jamaica, but two-year-olds only 
have run at that distance at the Fall 
meeting, and these have raced very close 
to the track’s best figures. At a mile 
and a furlong Eugenia Burch set a new 
record on the first day of the meeting, 
and The Southerner made new figures for 
the mile and a quarter. Aside from Euge- 
nia Burch, none of the Jamaica record- 
makers of the Fall can pretend to any- 
thing like high class, and the improve- 
ment made in the course therefore be- 
comes the more apparent, and gives ex- 
cellent promise ot fast races when Ja- 
maica is fortunate enough to draw a bet- 
ter quality of horses than those which 
have made up the racing of the Fall to 
date. 

It is quite probable that if the weather 
remains good this week a full set of new 
records will be made, for several stakes 
that are on the programme promise to 
bring out horses of a higher grade than 
have raced at Jamaica so far this Fall, 
Chief of these is the fast filly Kiamesha, 
which is engaged in the Ravenswood 
Handicap, at six furlongs, to be run 
Thursday.

The 
result is that only two names can be 
skipped out of five down the list. The 
law does not forbid selections within 
the limits above indicated influenced 
by political recommendations, but the 
limits are very narrow.

; ty in the sense under consideration, the 
streets would be pretty well cleared, And 
that fact, apparently, is all that Capt.

Daisy Fields Home Will Be Open All 
Winter—Money Needed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At a meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers of the ‘“‘ Daisy Fields Home and | 
Hospital for Crippled Children” at En- 
glewood, N. J., held Oct. 10, it was 
voted to keep the entire house open 
all Winter, as has not been done for 
several years. This has been made pos- 
sible by the gift of a new steam heat- 
ing plant. It will, however, necessitate 
Increased running expenses, to meet 
which it is hoped those interested in 
the. crippled children of the poor of 
New York City will contribute of their 
substance. 

Nearly all the children are from among 
the véry poor, who pay little or nothing 
toward their support. The institution 
Is supported entirely by contribution. 
It is doing a great work for this most 
unfortunate class. To quote from the 
report of Dr. Warren O. Plimpton, the 
Surgeon in Chief: 

I believe that if those who have given 
so generously in the past, and those 
who would do good in the future, could 
see these little patients as I have—wan, 
| feeble, and diseased, in the city—changed 
in a few months’ times in your institu- 
tion to rosy-cheeked, active, robust 
children in appearance, they would need 
no other argument or solicitation to aid 
the Hospital’s maintenance, as well as 
help enlarge its capacity for the accom- 
modation of a greater number in the 
future. 

“No class of patients that I treat 
make better progress than those at Daisy 
Fields. * * * Altogether, the hospital 
merits the worthy attention and help of 
that charitable and philanthropic portion 
of society who would wish to do a great 
good for that most unfortunate of all 
classes, the crippled children of a great 
city.”’

gold in the Treasury. 

Will you permit me to suggest that you 
make more clear this point, as the follow- 
ing in the concluding portion of the edi- 
torial seems to take a different ground: 
“The answer we suggest is that there is 
too much gold in the Treasury and too 
little in circulation, because the Treasury 
is in the banking business, and holds 
much gold which would perform similar 
duties more usefully and economically if 
it were in banking reserves or in people’s 
pockets.” ; 

In the statement of the Treasury bal- 
ances in your issue of the 15th inst. you 
will see that $521,000,000 of the gold now 
in the Treasury is represented by out- 
standing certificates; all of it, therefore, 
is in circulation as effectually as if the 
gold itselfywere, and the Government no 
more owns this gold than does a ware- 
houseman the cotton, wheat, or other 
merchandise stored in h's warehouse for 
which he has given receipts. Such re- 
ceipts would correspond with the gold 
certificates. 

The $150,000,000 gold reserve held for 
the redemption of the greenbacks is, also, 
practically in circulation, since the green- 
backs are; and if the greenbacks should 
be redeemed (and they are Hable to be 
presented at any time) the $150,000,000 
would be drawn out and would be in 
circulation instead of the greenbacks 
themselves; so that this $150,000,000 is 
practically in circulation. 

The only gold in the Treasury which 
the Government can control fs the free 
gold, amounting now to in the neighbér- 
hood of $120,0U0,000, and this, you will 
concede, is not qn unreasonable amount 
for the Government to retain; indeed, it 
{s doubtful if it Is sufficient. 

In 1902 an attempt was made to have 
Congress pass a law requiring the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to redeem the sil- 
ver dollars in the Tieasury, about $480, - 
000,000, with geld. For this purpose the 
$120,000,000 would be grossly insufficient. 
The redemption of the silver dollars is 
entirely unnecessary. The public prefers 
the silver certificates, of which you and 
I and all other persons hold more or less 
in our pockets. 

The question of the gold and silver in 
the Treasury is grossly misunderstood by 
many people. An eminent financier once 
sald in my hearing that it would. be better 
for the Government if the $480,000,000 of 
silver dollars in the Treasury could be 
dumped in the sea and removed from be- 
ing a menace. I then asked him with 
what he would redeem the silver certift- 
cates outstanding if deprived of the silver 
dollars which they represented. The re- 
mark only shows how easy it is to 
make a mistake in this important matter.

Maryland's Tobacco Interests. 
From The Baltimore Sun, 

The Tobacco Growers’ Association, organized 
at College Park, Md., Thursday, promises’ to 
do for the tobacco interest in Southern Mary- 
land what a like association is doing for the 
| cotton interest. Direct selling is desired in- 
| stead of the present commission method, which 
| leaves the tobacco grower at the end of the 
sceason without a profit. The tobacco indus- 
try is said to be decadent under the present 
system. If the crop could be held in reserve 
for a time a higher price, it is believed, might 
be obtained. The past season has been so dis- 
astrous that new methods are imperative if 
Maryland is to continue a producer. Enter- 
prise in seeking a wider market was sug- 
| gested. A grower of tobacco related to the 
assembled farmers at College Park how well 
his tobacco sold when displayed In New York. 
The idea was enforced that it will no longer 
do to sit still and wait for buyers. The suc- 
cess of the French Government in getting 
Maryland tobacco for a song was, perhaps, 
due to this inaction and the narrowness of the 
market hitherto relied upon. A more careful 
grading and packing of the local product, the 
association thinks, will increase demand. At 
the meeting of the association to be held on 
the 20th further discussion and action will be 
had. This is right. There cannot be too much 
attention concentrated upon careless methods 
of growing, grading, packing, and marketing. 
A general awakening of the growers afford 
prospect of better days for the tobacco inter- 
est in this State. 


The French Beet Crop. 

according to the Journal des Fabricants de 
Bucre of Paris, the beet root crop, from which 
sugar {s made, will show a considerable in- 
crease over last year, ‘although the richness iy 
sugar will be less. The analyses carried oul 
by the laboratory of the French Sugar Mak: 
ers’ Association on Aug. 17 show that the av- 
erage welght of the root is 247 grams, 
against 240 In 1904 and 241 in 1903, the pro- 
portion of sugar being 13.76 per cent. against 
15.20 per cent. in 1904 and 12.19 per cent. in 
1903. According to these data the crop prom- 
Ises to be very satisfactory compared with 
that of last year as regards quantity, but in- 
ferior in quality. Much, however, will de- 
pend on the temperature between the present 
time and that for pulling up the roots. Re- 
ports from other Continental countries, except- 
ing Russia and Spain, in both of which the 
plants have suffered from drought, show that 
the situation is very similar to that in France.

.Was the thirtieth anniversary of the so- 
ciety and the opening session of the sea- 
g0n.

Prof. Adler in his address said: 


“The past Summer has been a period | 


in which have occurred some very pain- 
ful and shocking revelations. No one in- 


terested in public affairs, not to speak of | 
PUblic morality, can fail to be alarmed. | 
Some of those who occupied the seats of | 
the mighty in this community have been | 
the | 


pulled down and dragged through 
dust. Others have suffered less in reputa- 
tion, but will never again occupy the 
position which was once theirs. 

“There should be no rejoicing over the 
overthrow of these men in a gloating 
Sense. Rather should we all be humiliat- 
ed, Our own self-respect is impaired 
when those whom we respect are pilloried 
@s rascals. 

“The end of the insurance investigation 
is not yet. We of the public do not yet 
know to what depths we will be called 
upon to descend or through what foul 
ramifications of fraud we will be asked to 
follow. This much is clear. The devel- 
opments have shown an ulcer on the body 
politic, and the symptom is one which 
runs deep down into American life. 

“It is not so much the question of 
“those who have suffered in reputation 
with which we are concerned, as with the 


underlying causes of the disease itself. | 


2 How are we affected? To what extent 
havé we contributed to this condition of 
affairs? 

“In the revelation we are struck by 
two facts: First, the enormity of what 
has been done; that dishonest men have 


not hesitated to despoil funds dedicated | 
to widows and orphans, the sacred fund, | 


the saving fund that the American hus- 
band a-d father puts aside for those 
whom he leaves behind 
has been paralyzed by death. 

“Apart from that view, one cannot 
help recoiling from another and a more 
ominous fact—the moral obfuscation of

the gentleman in them: the obscuring of 
their moral perceptions; the fact that 
+ men who once stood high seem no longer 
‘able to distinguish between right and

The selfish in- 
terests of men are powder magazines. 

“Take the matter of contributions to 
political funds. Here is a whole nest of 

sophistry involved, and yet we 


unblushingly proclaiming that he 
contributed so many thousands of dol- 
lara to one of the political parties on the 
insolent assumption that he knew best 
what the public interests demanded—that 
- the American citizen had no right to take 
sides. By such a stand he robs you and 
‘me of our independence, of our assets of 
“political conviction, of our franchise, and 
our citizenship. 


“ Even assuming that the contributions | 


of which this man boasted were dictated 


by honest motives—and unfortunately we | 


have reason to more than suspect the in- 
‘fluence of very improper motives in this 
particular case—even assuming that the 
President of this insurance company was 
convinced that a financial crisis threat- 
ened, he had no right to give way to his 
convictions, for, as self interest is violent, 
so also is partisan bias. 
Corruption In Self-Defense. 
“Finally, we have the most awful and 
* disgraceful plea of all—that it is neces- 
sary in self-defense to corrupt our law- 
‘' makers; that there is a group of political 
Diackmailers who must be conciliated; 
-that the great corporations cannot wait 
until the blackmailer is driven from pow- 
er, but must buy him off 
“TI believe that such a plea is falla- 
:clous. I believe that the two political 
parties create and sustain each other. I 
believe that those corporations engaged in 
questionable businesses and using ques- 
tionable methods sustain the political ban- 
ditti. They could, if they had clean hands, 
‘throw their cases into the court of public 


opinion and challenge the blackmailers to | 


do their worst. 
“There are perfectly legitimate busi- 
messes in this city which suffer annoy- 


ance from the petty persecutions of cor- | 


rupt officials, but I can’t see that this is 
sufficient reason for paying a bribe. It 
fs cowardice that makes you pay. If you 
Were manly you would play the nobler 

‘part, and if enough of you stood up there 

uld soon be raised up in this com- 
munity a power that would sweep this 
vicious system out of existence. 

* “Since when has duty only been obliga- 
tory when it can be done only without in- 
convenience or loss? 

“There are between 2,000 and 
millionaires in this country.

Nielsen folrowed. and for a year she | 
studied under him there. 

When the year was up Miss Nielsen | 
got an engagement with Newman, of 
} Queen’s Hall, London, for the musical 
| festival under Nikisch. After this was 
| over she went back to Naples, where she 
|sang Marguerite at the Theatre Bellini. 
| So marked was her success that she was 
| engaged the following year for the San 
| Carlo, the greatest opera house in that 
| city. She made a tour of Italy, singing 
| in the operatic centres, and was then en- 
gaged by the Grand Opera Syndicate of 
London to sing in the Mozart Special 
Cycle, under Richter, at Covent Garden. 

At this stage of Miss Nielsen’s career 
Mr. Russell turned impresario and 
started the Autumn season of grand 
|} opera at Covent Garden. Caruso went 
over to open the season. Miss Nielsen 
took Melba’s place and sang all her réles. 

Last Summer she opened the Shuberts’ 
new theatre, the Waldorf, in London, 
with a company brought especially from 
Italy. She and Calve alternated, Miss 
Nielsen singing all the principal rdles of 
|e lighter operas. Her last appearance 
was when she sang before the Liverpool 
Philharmonic Society about two weeks 
ago. 

The American tour, which will be un- 
der the management of Mr. Russell and 
the direction of the Shuberts, has been 
planned to take five months. It will 
probably be extended. Miss Nielsen will 
sing acts from those operas in which she 
|is at her best. 
| The tour will begin with little delay. 
She leaves with Mr. Russell for San 
Francisco next week. Mr. Russell will 
lecture on voice production in the cities 
where Miss Nielsen sings. His lectures 
will be under the direction of the Shu- 
berts. 

Saturday morning, while the Celtic was 
still far out at sea, Miss Nielsen received 
a marconigram from Victor Herbert, 
welcoming her home. He was associated 
with her American fortunes as composer. 
Last night she and Mr. Russell were 
guests of Mr. Herbert at his concert.

As I was within half a block of my des- 
tination, I said ‘yes.’ The conditions did } 
not permit of hair-splitting analyses or | 
elaborate explanation. | 

“Shaw's life is the best proof of his| 
sincerity. He has sacrificed. every- 
thing for his plays. The man has long 
ago parted with all temptations except 
that of turning his blood into ink to reveal 
his soul. A one-hundredth part of the 
ridicule showered upon Shaw in the past 
would suffice to discourage the average 
author.”

'on the bmmensity of railroad* tonnage, the | 
probability of a serious shortage of cars 
jand motive power before the ‘situation is 
; relieved, 
regions of ‘ncreased railroad equipment, 
all of which serves to advertise favorably 
the shares of equipment manufacturing 
companies. This immediate inspiration of 
the present speculation in these stocks, 
| however, is the trermendous advance that 
has taken place in a tew weeks in the 
| price of American Locomotive common. In 
its first stages this movement was at- 
tributed to the Headley element in the 
|stock, but its operations left off some- 
| where in the fifties, and at the point 

{where they ended the operations of an- 

other and more ;owerful group of specu- 

|lators began. The Hoadiey element has 
igince been eliminated from the board. 

The leadership recognized in the stock 
market last week was of a highly pro- | 
fessional character. Wherever any pro | 
cial activity developed the same follow- 
| ing of similar tactics and a common ia- 
/itlative were more or less in evidence. 
This, no doubt, was the result of aggres- 
{sive co-operation among certain profes- 
sional operators, ail working on the bull 
side, and all willing to help one another. 
It was, in other words, one bull crowd 
everywhere in the market. Its handling 
of the situation was deserving of as much 

admiration as may be vouchsafed to such 
| leadership. Untavorat news served 
only to make it more ‘aggressive. It Is 
said that before the President began to 
make his speeches in the South the mem- 
bers of the bull crowd held council and 
agreed not only to disregard anything he 
might say about railroad. rate legisla- 
tion, but to put the market up on it. 
Whether this be true or not, the Presi- 
lent’s utterances on that subject were 
treated with scant speculative interest. 
The failure of the Amalgamated Copper 
Directors to increase the dividend was 
| aieappointing to the bull leaders, but 
| they simply turned from Amalgamated 
Copper to other stocks. 

The advance of exchange and other in- 
dications suggesting the possibility of gold 
exports at no distant time were similarly 
disregarded. More noteworthy, perhaps, 
from the trader’s point of view was the 
manner in which the bull crowd got under 
the market on Thursday and supported 
prices against the bear attack launched 
from Boston. It had to take stocks in this 
instance, and ft took them very willingly. 
Somebody had to take a lot of Steel com- 
mon at 37, and. somebody else had to 
take a large amount of Union Pacific on 
| the level of 131. Steel common on Satur- 
day touched 88%, and Union Pacific sold 
at 134%. 

So far the response of the commission 
house element has been unsatisfactory. 
The amount of general outside, buying 
| which may appear this morning, repre- 
| senting an accumulation of outside or- 
ders over Sunday, will mark the extent to 
which the public has been impressed up 
to date. There is no less pronounced a 
division of banking sentiment on the sub- 
ject of money than there has been.

PASSENGERS IN A_ PANIC 


And Are Cut Trying to Escape from 
Early Morning Eighth Avenue Bat- 
tle—Policemen Absent. 


For several minutes early yesterday 
morning three men, two of them members 
of the “Slaughter House gang,’”’ fought 
with revolvers in an Eighth Avenue car 
while it was speeding from Thirty-first 
Street to Twentieth, the motorman and 
conductor meanwhile making frantic ef- 
forts to find a policeman along the route. 

All three men were wounded. Five 
passengers, one of them a woman, were 
in the car. That they escaped with no 
‘injuries except from broken glass in 
their frantic efforts to get out of the car 
is considered little short of miraculous. 

Two of the men were able to appear 
later in the Jefferson Market Court, 
where they were held to await the result 
of the injuries inflicted on the third. They 
|}are William Daly, a bartender, of 389 
Ninth Avenue, who is said by the police 
to be Henry Prang, and Thomas O’Brien, 
a truckman. The other man, who is in 
the New York Hospital, is Thomas Sulli- 
van of 495 Ninth Avenue. He was shot 
in the wrist and leg. 

According to the police Daly and Sulll- 
van, who are the members of the 
“Slaughter House gang,’ made a deter- 
mined attempt to kill O’Brien, who emp- 
tied his revolver at them to protect him- 
self. 

The car, in charge of Albert Mealing, 
conductor, and Jolin Cunningham, motor- 
man,’ was going down Eighth Avenue 
when O'Brien ran out of Thirty-first 
Street, closely followed by the other men. 
Four: other men, said to be members of 
the same gang, brought up the rear, yell- 
ing to the two ahead not to let O’Brien 
catch the car.
